W hat was Said In ltefrrenca to A nti-H urket

It has no entangling alliances with aDy 
private or corporate schemes, hut has been 
framed absolutely In the public interest and 
ft supported by all the reputable newspapers 
in New-York City, and favored by nearly 
every representative in the Legislature from 
that City. There seems to be no good 
reason ‘why it should not be enacted. 
The Governor says a suspicion is abroad that 
this measure cannot lie passed unless some 
concession of ft political character shall ac­ 
company it, and the delays interposed to its 
progress and the circumstances surrounding 
its opposition have seemed to justify this sus-

tcion. It is practically certaiu that if the 
layor’s bill does not pass there will be no re­ 
lief afforded this year.

THE GOVERNOR INSULTED 


Gov . Hill was actually burned in effigy 
Binghamton last Tuesday night. 
Democrats 
supplied the hat and trousers with which the 
image was clothed, Democrats made the con 
demnatory speeches, and a Democratic orator 
applied the match. 
The offense that angered 
them was the v eto of the bill to extend the 
limits of the city. 
It had been prepared with 
general approv al, was satisfactory to all the 
people of the city, and there were no politics 
in it. 
But the Gov ernor fancied that the en 
largement would take in a few more Repul 
Means than Democrats, and make the work 
of carrying the city by his party a little harder 
and more uncertain. The men who celebrated 
the v eto with an indignation meeting, an efti 
gy and a match, were those who expected to 
be taken into the city but were left out. 
The 
reason adv anced by the Gov ernor to cov e 
his real objections was that annexation would 
make the tenth ward too large. 
Here is the 
speech of E. J . Barnes, one of the disap 
pointed: 


I have been active In this m atter of annex ation 
I have alw ays been a Democrat and m ore than an 
ordinary Democrat. 
I have always supported Hill 
There was no part of this bill that could be con 
strued as special leg islation. 
1 had a hand in frarn 
ing the bill and I looked out for that. 
The bill was 
vetoed sim ply because some political vag abonds in 
this town (applause) henchmen of David B. Hill, o r­ 
dered it vet« >ed. Hill never lived here and never 
will. 
His henchm en do not live here. 
But still he 
vetoes 
the 
bill 
because 
it 
would 
m ake 
the Tenth ward too larg e. 
I have alw ays been a 
D em ocrat, but now as far as politics are concerned 
I am all turned about and I don't know w here I am 
I could not have been more astonished by an earth 
q uake than I was by this veto. But talk am ounts to 
nothing . 
W e’re left. 
We can’t pass the bill over 
his veto, and we mig ht as well clean our country 
door yards, look as respectable as possible and do 
th e best we can. 
We are left without lig hts, w ith­ 
out police o r fire protection, and w ithout school fa 
cilities, and we owe it all to David B. Hill.

Chase closed his remarks thus : 


If ever there w as cause for indig nation, it is w hen 
the G overnor of a g reat state insults the sovereig u 
jieople of th a t state and makes therefor the ex cus< 
of a pothouse politician. 
1 have been a D em ocrat 
all my life. 
I can’t chang e my convictions in a sin­ 
g le nig ht; but if the interests of a com mon people 
irrespective of party, are to tie tram pled on by the 
Dennx -racy of tins state, I can't support such De­ 
m ocracy. 
Mr. Kinncv was the mau who applied the 
match. 
Here is bis preliminary speech : 


F riends—I am asked to say a few prelim inary 
words. 
We are here holding an indig nation m eet­ 
ing iu order to show to Governor Hill and his hench­ 
men bow the North End feels about his veto of the 
city ex tension hill. 
We were united, irrespective of 
politics, in our desire to be incorjx irated in the city 
of B ing ham ton. 
We worked hard, raised the neces­ 
sary m oney and fram ed the bill. 
It was endorsed 
by the City Council and passed by the le g islature. 
W ithout any just cause he has vetoed this bill, and 
so, friends and neig hliors, we have hang ed the E x ­ 
ecutive of this state and we are g oing to burn him . 


No other Gov ernor of this state was ev er 
burned in effigy. 
There hav e been unpopu­ 
lar and hated Gov ernors Indore Hill, but re­ 
spect for the great office has restrained the 
offended people from putting this lasting 
brand of shame upon them. 
W e do not see 
anything to approv e in this Binghamton per­ 
formance. 
It was the act of persons whose 
indignation ov er an inexcusable injustice car­ 
ried them beyond the bounds of reason. 
In­ 
sult could be carried no further than when 
they made an image of Hill, lalieled it “ Old 
Peanuts,” hung it up by the neck, and then 
roasted it. 
Gov . Hill has made his entire reputation 
for political sagacity and smartness upon his 
v etoes of lieneficial legislation. There is in it a 
kind of audacity that in its first effect com ­ 
mands the admiration of certain people, who 
are disposed to applaud it as heroism. 
Gov . 
Hill lies been flattered for this sort of per­ 
formance till his head is turned, and he is in 
serious danger of ov erdoing the thing, or in 
slang phrase of “ running it into the ground” 
and himself along with it. 
The effigy busi­ 
ness will be remembered by the people of 
Binghamton as long as Mr. Hill remains in 
public life. 


WHERE IS THE SURPLUS NOW? 


Though dead to political life, the late Sec­ 
retary Fairchild is not likely to be forgotten. 
Whether he deceiv ed Mr. Clev eland on the 
subject of a Treasury surplus in his annual 
report for 1887, or whether President and 
Secretary entered into a combination to de­ 
ceiv e the people, is not of much consequence 
now. 
He certainly put into the hands of the 
President a free trade argument in that re­ 
port, and the argument wrecked his party. 
Mr. Fairchild estimated the gov ernment 
receipts for the fiscal year ending J une 30, 
1889, at |38 3,000.000 and the expenditures, 
including the siuking fund, at 1320,530,793. 
This would create a surplus of 156,469,200, 
not including the sinking fund, though Mr. 
Fairchild falsely counted that fund as sur 
plus, in order to make a bigger showing for 
free trade. 
This enabled him to report an 
estimated surplus, on paper, of $104,313,365. 
We are now within two months of the end 
of the fiscal year for which these estimates 
were made. 
The receipts for the ten months 
past hav e been $317,683,213. 
The same rale 
of collection continued to the close of the 
year will giv e about $1481,000,000, or $2,000,- 
000 less than Mr. Fairchild’s estimate. 
The 
expenditures for ten months hav e been $261,- 
865,368. 
The same rate of expenditure con 
tinued to the end of the year will make a to ­ 
tal of $314.000,000 exclusiv e of the sinking 
fund of aliout $47,000,000. 
Thus the sur­ 
plus drops from an estimate of $56,000,000 


to $20,000,000 or less. 
The urgency for 
tariff reduction disappears, and there will be 
hardly a sufficient margin for ev en a reduc­ 
tion of the internal rev enue unless Gen. Har­ 
rison’s administration succeeds in reducing 
expenditures greatly below the rate at which 
they were maintained by Mr. Clev eland dur­ 
ing the first eight months of the fiscal yeAr.

THE GOVERNOR INSULTED 


Gov. Hill was actually burned in effigy nt 
Binghamton last Tuesday night. 
Democrats 
supplied the hat and trousers with which the 
image was clothed, Democrats made the con 
demnatory speeches, and a Democratic orator 
applied the match. 
The offense that angered 
them was the veto of the bill to extend the 
limits of the city. 
It had been prepared with 
general approval, was satisfactory to all the 
people of the city, and there were no politics 
in it. 
But the Governor fancied that the en­ 
largement would take in a few more Repub- 
licans than Democrats, and make the work 
of carrying the city by his party a little harder 
and more uncertain. The men who celebrated 
the veto with an indignation meeting, an effi­ 
gy and a match, were those who expected to 
be taken into the city but were left out. 
The 
reason advanced by the Governor to cover 
his real obieetions was that annexation would 
make the tenth ward too large. 
IIere# is the 
speech of E. J. Barnes, one of the disap­ 
pointed: 


1 have been active In this m atter of annexation 
1 have always been a Democrat and more than an 
ordinary Democrat. I have always supported Hill. 
There was no part of this bill that could be con­ 
strued as special legislation. 
I hail a hand in fram ­ 
ing the bill and I looked out for that. The bill was 
vetoed simply l>eoause some political vagabonds in 
this town (applause) henchmen of David B. Hill, or­ 
dered it vetoed. Hill never lived here and never 
will. His henchmen do not live here. But still he 
vetoes 
the 
bill 
because 
it 
would 
make 
the Tenth ward too large. 1 have always been a 
Democrat, but now as far as politics art* concerned 
I am all turned about and I don't know where I am. 
I could not have been more astonished by an earth­ 
quake than I was by this veto. 
But talk am ounts to 
nothing. W e're left. 
We can't pass the bill over 
his veto, and we might as well clean our country 
door vards, look as respectable as possible and do 
the lu st we can. 
We are left without lights, w ith­ 
out police or fire protection, and without school fa­ 
cilities, and we owe it all to David B. Hill. 
We quote some other speeches. 
II. S. 
Chase closed his remarks thus : 


If ever there was cause for indignation, it is when 
the Governor of a great state insults the sovereign 
I>eople of th at state and makes therefor the excuse 
of a pothouse politician. 1 have beeu a Democrat 
all my life. 
1 can’t change my convictions in a sin­ 
gle night; but if the interests of a common people, 
irrespective of party, are to lie tram pled on by the 
Democracy of this state, I can't support such De- 
mocracy. 
Mr. Kinney was the mau who applied the 
match. 
Here is his preliminary speech : 


Friends—I am asked to say a few prelim inary 
words. 
We are here holding an indignation meet 
ing iu order to show to Governor Hill and his bench 
men how the North End feels about his veto of the 
city extension hill. We were united, irrespective of 
politics, in our desire to be incorporated in the city 
of Binghamton. We worked hard, raised the neces­ 
sary money and fram ed the bill. 
It was endorsed 
by the City Council and passed by the legislature. 
W ithout any ju st cause he has vetoed this bill, and 
so, friends and neighbors, we have hanged the Ex 
ccutive of this state and we are going to burn him 
No other Governor of this state was ever 
burned in effigy. 
There have been unpopu­ 
lar and hated Governors te'fore Ilill, but re 
spcct for the great office has restrained the 
offended people from putting this lasting 
brand of shame upon them. 
We do not see 
anything to approve in this Binghamton per­ 
formance. 
It was the act of persons whose 
indignation over an inexcusable injustice car 
ried them beyond the bounds of reason. 
In­ 
sult could be carried no further than when 
they made an image of Hill, blinded it “ Old 
Peanuts,” hung it up by the neck, and then 
roasted it. 
Gov. Hill has made his entire reputation 
for political sagacity and smartness upon his 
vetoes of lieneficial legislation. There is in it a 
kind of audacity that in its first effect com 
mauds the admiration of certain people, who 
arc disposed to applaud it as heroism. 
Gov. 
Hill lies been flattered for this sort of per 
formalice till his head is turned, and he is in 
serious danger of overdoing the tliiDg, or in 
slang phrase of “ running it into the ground” 
and himself along with it. 
The effigy busi 
ness will Ik* remembered by the people of 
Binghamton as long as Mr. Hill remains in 
public life. 


WIIERE IS T H E SURPLUS NOW? 


Though dead to political life, the late Sec 
retary Fairchild is not likely to be forgotten 
Whether he deceived Mr. Cleveland on the 
subject of a Treasury surplus in his annual 
report for 1887, or whether President and 
Secretary entered into a combination to dc 
ceive the people, is not of much consequence 
now. 
He certainly put into the hands of the 
President a free trade argument in that re 
port, and the argument wrecked his party. 
Mr. Fairchild estimated the government 
receipts for the fiscal year ending June 30 
1889, at |883,000,000 and the expenditures 
including the sinking fund, at $326,530,793 
This would create a surplus of $56,469,206 
not including the sinking fund, though Mr 
Fairchild falsely counted that fund as sur 
plus, in order to make a bigger showing for 
free trade. 
This enabled him to report nn 
estimated surplus, on paper, of $101,313,365 
We are now within two months of the end 
of the fiscal year for which these estimates 
were made. 
The receipts for the ten months 
past have been $317,683.213. 
The same rate 
of collection continued to the close of the 
year will give about $381.000,000, or $2,000, 
000 less than Mr. Fairchild’s estimate. 
The 
expenditures for ten months have been $261, 
865,388. 
The same rate of expenditure con 
tinued to the end of the year will make a to 
tal of $314.000,000 exclusive of the sinking 
fund of about $47,000,000. 
Thus the sur 
plus drops from an estimate of $56,000,000 
to $20,000,000 or less. 
The urgency for 
tariff reduction disappears, and there will be 
hardly a sufficient margin for even a reduc­ 
tion of the internal revenue unless Gen. Har­ 
rison’s administration succeeds in reducing 
expenditures greatly below the rate nt which 
they were maintained by Mr. Cleveland dur 
ing the first eight months of the fiscal year. 


SOUTH AMERICAN IMMIGRATION. 


The Argentine Republic was in such press­ 
ing need of a larger population that it offered 
extraordinary inducements to immigrants, 
paying their passage money, furnishing them 
board after landing for fifteen days, giving 
them land for the mere occupancy thereof, 
and assisting them in various ways to get a 
start in life. 
The effect was what might be 
expected. 
The immigrants are coming more 
rapidly than the country is able to provide 
for them. 
The plan brings the poorest 
and most worthless, while those who are suf­ 
ficiently prosperous to provide for themselves 
still turn their steps towards the United States. 
The Argentine plan is operating upon our 
own immigration like a sieve: all the trash is 
sifted through, and the best is left for us. 
It 
is estimated that not fewer than 870,000 im­ 
migrants 
w ill 
land 
in 
the 
silver 
republic 
during 
1889, 
in 
search 
of 
bread 
and 
employment 
or 
land. 
To add this to the 2,400,000 inhabitants al- 
jeady there would be like adding 16,000,000 


foreigners to our population in a single vcar. 
What to do with such an accumulation, 
hungry, destitute, and in the main helpless 
and shiftless, is likely to prove a problem 
so serious as to cause the extraordinary in­ 
ducements to 1>e withdrawn. 
The Argentine 
country contains about 540,000,000 acres of 
land of 
all sorts, but it needs sturdier 
hands than those of Italians, Spaniards and 
Bohemians to coax a livelihood out of it. 


H O W LONG TH E PEACH TREES RESTED. 


Thb frult-raisers of the Hudson Valley are begin­ 
ning the second century of the Republic well, for, in­ 
stead of announcing in their gloomiest m anner the 
com plete failure of all sorts of fruit that are dear to 
the eye and the palate, it is given out that there is 
every reason to believe th at the yield this y « r will 
be the m ost prolific on record. Some of the stabv 
uients in connection with this are a little hard to 
understand, as, for instance, this: “ The peach- 
jrow ers say th a t the year and a half's rest the trees 
inve had will cause this year's fruit to be more 
Juicy and finer in fibre than since 1880." Of course 
we shall all rejoice in juicier and finer-fibred 
peaches, though we inav not be able quite to com ­ 
prehend how the trees have had a “year and a half’s 
rest."—New Y ork Tribune. • 
We beg the Tribune not to leave us under 
the appreheusion that all of its brains sailed 
away when the great editor took his depart­ 
ure for Paris. 
Does it not know that the 
peach trees bore fruit In 1887, and that they 
were relieved of their load iu October or N o­ 
vember of that year ? That was about a year 
and a half ago. 
They rested during the 
winter, and then entered upon a whole year’s 
rest by declining to load up with fruit in the 
season of 1888. 
Now they are beginning to 
load again. 
The Tribune will be all right 
when the arithmetic editor comes back. 


BERRIES AND SUGAR. 


There is no kind of food more sought after, more 
palatable, or healthier when rightly used during the 
sum m er m onths, than fruit; and it is pleasant to 
learn th a t unusually large crops of grapes, peaches, 
apples and straw berries are expected tobe gathered 
in the great fruit-growing sections of thp country.

A draw back to this good news, however, ts the ad ­ 
vance in the price of sugar. There is 
out its th o rn .— Philadelphia Record. 
Well, the man who cannot eat strawberries 
without sugar would not Ik* an object of pity 
If he were compelled to go without them. 
And in relatiou to peaches it is a still greater 
superfluity, while for grapes and apples it is 
simply ridiculous. 
Wait till the fruit is ripe, 
and then take it as it grows. 
It is food for 
kings |and good health will follow. 
The 
sugar trust would go to the wall if the fools 
who spoil their summer fruit by sweetening 
it would learn to eat it as nature meant it to 
be eaten. 
Let sugar go out when the berries 
come in, and the sugar speculators will hear 
something drop.

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HOME NEWS PARAGRAPHED 


BITS OF CHAT AND GOSSIP OVERHEARD 
HERE TO-DAY.

The number of small boys who smoke on 
the streets here is increasing. 
It is a perni­ 
cious habit. 
Dr. Lyman, an expert, reports 
in the JVVte- York Medical Journal some ae 
curate investigations concerning the use of 
tobacco. 
"In an observation of 38 boys of 
all classes of society and of average health, 
who had been using tobacco for from two 
months to two years, 27 showed serious in­ 
jury to the constitution and checked physical 
development. Thirty-two showed damage 
done to the heart’s action, disordered diges­ 
tion and a craving for alcohol. Thirteen had 
intermittency of the pulse and one had con­ 
sumption. 
After the abandonment of to­ 
bacco within six months one-half were free 
from all the alx>ve symptoms, and the re­ 
mainder were cured by the end of the year.” 
The Maoris are given as an instance of the 
evil resulting from tobacco. 
This race was, 
when first discovered, the finest developed of 
any tribe on the Pacific. It is now decimated 
in num tH Ts and degenerate in type. 
This is 
said to be owing to their inordinate fondness 
for tobacco.” 
Complaint is made by certain people living 
on high elevations in Rondout that the blow­ 
ing of whistles of brickyards at East Kings- 
ston and other near by localities at about 3 
o’clock mornings is a nuisance. 
A resident 
of Chester street said this forenoon: " The 
blowing of whistles on brickyards at so early 
an hour mornings should In? abated. 
It is 
annoying to people who are ill and to people 
who have sensitive nerves. 
I spoke to a 
manufacturer not long ago about the nui­ 
sance. and he made the excuse for blowing 
the whistle so early that many of his work­ 
men lived two miles away, and that they had 
to be awakened in that manner. 
I suggested 
to him that all the people in this City did 
not work on brickyards, but lie replied that 
made no difference—it was a custom that 
hail long beeu in vogue by briek-makers, and 
must be kept up.”

The view of the busy Rondout Creek, with 
its many steam and sailing vessels, including 
the West Shore bridge, is picturesque indeed. 
Ulster Academy is situated on this high and 
healthful location, and its situation is well 
adapted to cultivate in the minds of its pu­ 
pils a love and taste for the sublime and beau­ 
tiful in nature. 
Minnewaskie Tribe of the Improved Order 
of Red Men, of this City, entertained mem 
l»ers of the Minnewa Tribe, of Poughkeepsie, 
last evening. 
The Red Men from Pough­ 
keepsie were met at the dock here by a dele­ 
gation of Minnuewaskie Tribe, accompanied 
by a drum corps.

A SCHOOL COM M IT T EE’S REPORT. 


T h e T ro u b le in D is tric t N o. 3 A p p a r e n tly 
E n d e d —N ew S ch o o l H ouse P r o je c t. 
A meeting of Trustees and tax payers of 
School District No. 3, Rondout, was held 
last night in the school building for the pur­ 
pose of hearing a report of a committee, con­ 
sisting of Henry Kukoo, Christian Larsen, 
James Dalton, Janies Tongue, 
Sr., and 
Michael Larkin, appointed on August 18, 
1888, to investigate the affairs of the District 
for the past 10 years. 
Patrick Keane was Chairman of the meet­ 
ing. 
The report of the Committe was read 
by Clerk Henry Powers. 
The report stated 
that the accounts of the school and all mat­ 
ters relating thereto had been found* to be 
correct for the years of 1*87 and 1888, but 
that the accounts for the years 1880, ’85, ’84, 
’83. ’82, ’81. ’80, ’79 and ’78 were "consider­ 
ably mixed,” although the Committee did 
not charge that there had been nnv gross 
mismanagement on the part of the officials of 
of the District prior to 1887. The Committee 
made the following suggestions, which were 
discussed later on; 
First - That the Trustees of the District keep bet­ 
te r records. 
Second -That the Trustees be authorized to fu r­ 
nish books, which books are to be properly kept. 
T h ird -T h at the Clerk and Treasurer be required 
to keep their books and papers in such condition 
that the same can at any tune be exam ined by any 
ta x payer of the District. 
F'ourth—That the tax-payers of the District be re­ 
quested to look into the expenses of the present 
school system. 
Fifth—Furtherm ore the Committee suggest th at a 
site be purchased on which a new school house, 
which will com pare favorably with any in the City, 
be built 
Trustee Flynn, after giving a brief history 
of the District, explained how Collectors 
used to perforin their duties, and related that 
he had been a Trustee for about 35 years,dur­ 
ing which time he had never discovered any 
wrong-doing. 
Sometimes the tax list would 
not he returned, the Collector erroneously 
presuming that the roll was his property. Mr. 
Flynn further said that he had received 
school moneys and had given the Collectors 
receipts therefor and had recorded the same 
in their pass books. 
John Muldoon said that he did not believe 
the Investigating Committee had found any­ 
thing irregular, and moved that the Commit­ 
tee be discharged and the matters of the Dis­ 
trict lie begun anew under the head of "new 
business.” 
A motion was made and carried that the re­ 
port of the Committee be received and adopt­ 
ed. 
A vote of thanks was also extended to 
the Committee. 
In relation to the suggestion " that the 
Trustees keep bcttci records,” Christian I,ar­ 
son said ; 
" The money accounts of the Dis­ 
trict have not been kept in a proper manner. 
Hereafter I would like to see the accounts 
kept in such a shape that any person will Ik? 
able to look over them at any time and un­ 
derstand them.” 
Trustee Flynn said that Mr. Larsen was 
lalioring under a mistake as to how accounts 
were kept. 
Henry Kukoo stated that the reason why 
Mr. Larsen had asserted that there was no 
head nor tail to the whole thing was because 
the records of the 
District for certain 
years had not lieen kept in a book of the Dis­ 
trict. 
Trustee Ryan said that he did not see how 
the fourth suggestion of the Committee could 
lie carried out unless a committee was ap­ 
pointed for that special purpose. 
The matter of purchasing a site ou which 
to build a new school hotisc followed. 
The Chairman stated that it was unneces­ 
sary to talk about such a project at this 
time, as it could not he acted upon until the 
next annual meeting. 
The Chairman’s re­ 
marks did not end the discussion, however. 
Mr. Larsen stated that he broached the sub­ 
ject so that it could be talked up by the tax­ 
payers of the District, 
"W e need n larger 
school. 
The nresent locatiou is a miserable. 
unhealthy place. 
Let the present school be 
sold and a new and more commodious one he 
erected. This is the richest district in the 
City. 
We have hanks and large corporations 
within its limits paying taxes, and we ought 
to have as good a school as any in the City.” 
Henry Kukoo said: "The present school 
building is not largeenough. 
If the tax pay­ 
ers consent to purchase a site in another 
locality and erect a building that will com­ 
pare favorably w ith other schools in I lie 
City, it will benefit every person in the Dis­ 
trict.” 
Trustee Flynn said that it was only a waste 
of time to talk over the matter now. 
The Clerk stated that the school was 
crowded last winter, it being necessary some­ 
times to place two scholars in one seat,

T hough dead to political life, the late Sec 
rctary Fairchild is not likely to he forgotten. 
W hether he deceived Mr. C leveland ou the 
subject of a Treasury surplus in his annual 


report for 1887, or w hether President urn! 
dec ret ary entered into a com bination to d e­ 
ceive tin1 people, is not o f much consequence 
now . 
He certainly put Into the hands of the 
President a frit* trade argum ent in that re 
port, arni the argum ent wrecked ilia party. 
Mr. Fairchild estim ated the governm ent 
receipts for the fiscal year ending June JO, 
1*89, at $388,000.000 and the expenditures, 
including the sinking fund, at $326,r>30,?it8. 
T his w ould m a t e a surplus of $36,460,208, 
not including the sinking fuud, though Mr. 
Fairchild falsely counted that fund as stir 
plus, in order to m ake a bigger allow ing for 
free trade. 
This enabled bim to nqxirt nu 
estim ated surplus, on paper, o f f 10t.313,36.Y 
W e are now w ithin tw o m onths of the end 
o f the fiscal year for w hic ii these estim ates 
were made. 
T he receipts for the ten m onths 
past have been $317,683,313. 
The sam e rate 
o f collection continued to Hie close o f the 
year w ill give about $381,000,000, or $2,000, 
OOO less than .Mr. Fairchild's estim ate. 
T he 
expenditures for ten m onths havr been $261,- 
888,868. 
T he same rate o f expenditure eon 
tinued to the end o f the year will m ake a to 
tai o f $314,000,000 exclusive o f the sinking 
fund of aliout $47,000,000. 
Thus the sur­ 
plus drops from an estim ate of $88,000,000 


to 
$20,(XX),OOO or less. 
The urgency for 
lariff reduction disappears, and there w ill be 
hardly a sufficient margin for even a reduc­ 
tion o f the internal revenue unless Gen. H ar­ 
rison’s adm inistration succeeds in reducing 
expenditures greatly below the rate at which 
they were maintained by Mr. Cleveland dur­ 
ing the first eight m onths o f the fiscal year.

“ In an observation of HS boys of 
all classes of society and of average health, 
who had been using tobacco for from two 
months to two years, 'JI showed serious in­ 
jury to the constitution and checked physical 
development. 
T hirty two showed dam age 
done to the hearth action, disordered digcs 
tion and a craving fur alcohol. 
Thirteen had 
intermittency of the pulse and one had con­ 
sumption. 
After the abandonment of to­ 
bacco within six m onths one-half were free 
from all the al>ove sym ptom s, and the re 
maindt-r were cured by the end of the y ear.” 
The .Maoris are given as an instance of the 
evil resulting from tobacco. 
This race was, 
when first discovered. the finest developed of 
any tiff*' on the Pacific. It is now decimated 
in numls-rs and degenerate in type. 
This is 
saki to he owing to their inordinate fondness 
for tobacco. ”

A meeting of Trustees and tax payers of 
School District No. 3, Rondout, was held 
last night in the school building for the pur 
pose of hearing a report of a com m ittee, con 
sisting of Henry Kukoo, Christian Lnrsen 
Janiet Dalton, Jam es Tongue, 
Sr., and 
Michael Larkin, appointed on August JR 
I SRR, to investigate the affairs of the District 
for the past IO years. 
Patrick Keane was Chairman of the meet 
ing. 
The report of the Committe was read 
by Clerk Henry Powers. 
The report staled 
that the accounts of the school and all mat 
ters relating thereto had been found* lo 
correct for the year* of 1R87 and 1RHR. but 
that the accounts for the years 188(5, ’85, 'R4 
'83. '82, 'HI. 'HO, '79and '78 were "consider 
ably m ixed,” although the Committee did 
not charge that there* had been any gro*s 
mismanagement on the part of the officials of 
of the Di*trict prior tolR87. 
The Com tit it lid 
made the follow ing suggestions, which were 
discussed later on: 
First That the Trustees of the District keep bet 
ter re-cotd*. 
Second - That the Trustees he authorised to fur 
ni*h hook*, which book* are to be properly kept. 
Third - That the Clerk and Treasurer be require 
to keep their books and patters in such condition 
that the same can st any tune be exam in'd by suv 
tax payer of the District. 
Fourth That the tax-payer* of the District lie re- 
ipiested to look Into the expenee* of the present 
reboot system 
Fifth—Furthermore th*- Committe* sugirest that a 
site be purchased on which a new *ch<io! house 
which wilt compare favorably with any In the City 
he built 
Trustee Flynn, after giving a brief history 
of the District, explained how Collectors 
used to perform their duties, and related that 
he had been a Trustee for about 35 years,dur 
ing w b idi time be had never discovered any 
wrong-doing. 
Sometime* the tax li«t would 
not be returned, the Collector erroneously 
presuming that the roll was bis property. Mr 
Flyjin further said that he had received 
school money* and hail given the Collectors 
receipts therefor anti had recorded the same 
in their pass hooks. 
John Muldoon said that he did not lielieve 
the Investigating Committee hail found any 
thing irregular, and moved that tin* Com m it­ 
tee lie discharged and the matters of the Dis 
trier lie begun anew under the head of "new 
business."

Truster* Ryan said that he did not see how 
the fourth suggestion of the Committee could 
lie carried out unless a committee was ap 
loiuled for that special purpose. 
The m atter of purchasing a site on which 
to build a new school house followed. 
The Chairm an staled that it was untHecs 
oiry to talk alo u t such a project at this 
time, as it could not lie acted upon until the 
next alumni meeting. 
The Chairm an's re 
marks did not end the discussion, however. 
Mr. Lnrsen statixl that he broached the sub­ 
ject so that it could lie talked up by the tax- 
payer*of the District, 
"W e need a larger 
school. 
The present location is a miserable, 
unhealthy plaee. 
Let the present school be 
sold aud a new and more commodious one lie 
erected. 
This is the richest district in the 
City. 
We have Iwnks and large eor|M>ration* 
within its limits paving taxes, and we ought 
to have as good a school as any in the C ity.” 
Henry Kukoo said; “ The present school 
building is uot large enough, 
lf the tax pay 
ers consent to purchase a site In another 
locality and erect a building that will corn­ 
in! re favorably with other schools in the 
City, it will benefit every person in the Dis­ 
trict,” 
Trustee Fly nu said that it was only a wa«te 
of time to talk over the m atter now. 
The Clerk staled that the school was 
c rowded last winter, it being necessary M im e 
times lo plaee two scholars In one seat.
